Youths Score A Win 
For Ecology, Disposal Site 


Young ecologists are trying to 
preserve the Andover sanitary dis- 
posal site for afew more years and 
also to recycle papers and periodi- 
cals, thus saving forests. 

Beginning last Saturday a group 
of about 30 students from Philips 
and Abbot academies along with 
those from Andover high school 
gathered at the dump to collect 
newspapers. 

Their net was about 11 tons, 
which is currently being stored 
at a barn at Phillips Academy. 

The group, led by Jamie French 
of Highland Road and LincolnSmith 
of Cohasset, both seniors at Phil- 
lips Academy, plan to turn the 
material over to the Essex Waste 
Paper company for recycling.

or four times, thus allowing trees 
from which pulp is obtained to re- 
main standing. 

For the Saturday operation, a 
truck was donated by David Coff- 
man and drivenby GeorgeAlbrecht 
of Lawrence. 


It is planned to-carry out this 


operation every Saturday, until 
the weather becomes prohibitive. 
This Saturday a truck from the 


waste paper firm will be at the’ 


dump. The vehicle will remain 
there for the receipt of papers 
during the week. 

This week residents could place 
them in a shack at the dump. 

Students plan to be on duty 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays. 

The money received from the 
sale of the paper will be applied 
to town projects. The program 
could include the obtaining of 
speakers or films on ecology, or 
possibly some machinery for town 
departments to assist.

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Large Voter Turnout 


Upsets in local contests and 
ballot. problems featured the state 
election here Tuesday as an 
astonishingly large 80 percent of 
the registered voters cast ballots. 

Upsets occurred in the 13th and 
17th Essex representative dis- 
tricts with James P. Hurrell of 
North Andover defeating Rep. Paul 
W. Cronin in the former district, 
and political novice William G. 
Arvanitis toppled veteran legisla- 
tor, Rep. Laurence P. Smith in 
the latter area. 

Problems arose early in the day 
when it was discovered that the 
state had printed wrong ballots 
for the local state senatorial dis- 
trict. Instead of Sen. William 
X. Wall who was being challenged 
by Atty. Helen Comeau of Andover 
on the ballot the names of William 
G. Saltonstall and John M, Brett, 
who were running in the Danvers 
area appeared. 

There were 61 ballots cast in 
Precinct three before the error 
was detected and the ballot page 
on the electronic voting machine 
changed. These ballots were 
counted by hand instead of being 
placed in the computer. 

This was assisted somewhat by 
a bomb scare at the polling place, 
Sacred Heart school. ' The building 
was closed for an hour, allowing 
Town Clerk Elden R. Salter to 
remove the ballots which were 
cast. 

In Precinct four, there were 2 
ballots cast, before officials were 
able to change the ballot page. 
These were included in the final 


tally by computer. Me 
Atty. Helen Comeau, after hear- 


ing of the mixup, stated she may 
possibly take the case to the Su- 
preme Judicial Court. 

In the race itself, Atty. Comeau, 
received a substantial plurality in 
Andover, 5,324 to 3,597, but the 
incumbent, Sen, Wall running for 
the first time in the new district,

which includes Lawrence, An- 


dover, Billerica and Tewksbury, 
won by a substantial margin. 

Rep. Cronin, seeking a second 
full term in the legislature, in

a technique, and a specific mater- 
ials package, which further refines 
the individualizing of the educa- 
tional program to fit each child. 

Shawsheen Principal Anthony 
Frulla and a handful of teachers

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Little 
Leagues 


Needs Aid 


“Help!” 

The Andover Little League is 
looking for some special people. 
People who are willing to accept 
the role of ‘‘unsung hero,’’ and. 
people who don’t mind helping 
youngsters enjoy some healthy 
recreation, ; 

It takes quite a few people pulling 
together to make any organization 
workable, and the Little League 
is no exception. At the moment, 
the Andover LL is simply short 
on manpower. 

The problem is relatively 
simple -- but the solution depends 
on you. The Little League is a 
much more vast operation than 
most people realize. With close 
to 50 teams operating last year 
(including major, minor and sen- 
ior leagues), the organization was 
serving between 600 - 700 boys. 

To run a program of this mag- 
nitude requires more than just 
a few administrators. There are 
big jobs and small chores to be 
performed, and a handful of vol- 
unteers, fathers and mothers is 
not sufficient. 

Several of the non-glory posi- 
tions, most of which require a 
good deal of spare-time effort 
during the April-to-June Little 
League season, are as yet unfilled. 

The League needs a secretary 
and a treasurer, minor league 
administrators, tryout organizers, 
equipment managers, public rela- 
tions men, umpires, minor league 
managers and coaches and Tag 
Day organizers. 

The equipment managers’ job 
entails counting uniforms, repair- 
ing them if needed, storing and 
distributing bats and balls and 
ordering same. In many ways 
it is a thankless job -- but it 
is a very vital job. 

There is a critical need for 
minor league umpires. What 
generally happens is that some 
father is pulled from among the 
spectators and asked to officiate. 
You don’t have to be an expert -- 
just know something about base- 
ball, 

Perhaps the biggest require- 
ment is for seven or eight men to 
handle the pre-season tryouts at 
» the Phillips Academy cage. The 
tryouts run for ahout eight hours 
on three successive weekends. 
People are needed to set up the 
equipment used, take it down and 
help keep the kids in line. It’s 
an easy assignment if you get 
enough men, because the managers 
and coaches are also there. 

But the call is not restricted 
to men. Women are needed also,

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Teachers Improving 


COMPUTER WORKSHOP is popular course in new Teach- 
ers Inservice Program. Math teachers T. Albert. Perley, 
Douglas Walshe and Dept:“head James Murphy “debug”’ a 
computer program on the high school’s leased terminal.

Over a third of the Andover 
schools’ teaching staff -- 130 of 
them with more coming -- now 
are enrolled in the system’s new 
Teachers’ Inservice Program, to 
improve teachers’ skills and the 
schools’ educational program. 

Aerospace Curriculum, Human 
Relations, Computer Workshop, a 
Group Dynamics course taught by 
the superintendent, curriculum de- 
velopment projects in several de- 
partments -- these are a few of 
the courses and projects which 
teachers are studying in after- 
school classes in Andover now, 
or have committed themselves to 
for the summer months. 

Most of the inservice program 
ideas come from the teachers 
themselves, and many of the 
courses grew out of last year’s 
Curriculum Days, when the entire 
teaching staff met, by departments, 
to set Kindergarten - through - 
Graduation objectives in each sub- 
ject area. 

Some courses spring from a 
general felt need. Human Rela- 
tions, a course led by a pro- 
fessional from Social Dynamics, 
Inc., was proposed by the executive 
board of the teachers’ organiza- 
tion, the Andover Education As- 
sociation. The aim? Improved 
communication among the school 
staff. 

Professional improvement is the 
purpose of the Inservice Program, 
whether the course focusses pri- 
marily on teachers’ skill improve- 
ment or program improvement. 
According to Assistant Superin- 
tendent Vaughn I. Clapp, when 
either one of these things happens, 
the other follows. 

Math head James Murphy’s 
Computer Workshop combines 
teacher training with curriculum 
development. An expert from 
SETS, (Systems for Educational 
Time Sharing) is now teaching An- 
dover secondary school math 
teachers the languages of the 
Digital computer, and use of the 
two terminals the high school now 
leases from the Waltham firm. 
High School math teacher Douglas 
Walshe will continue this train- 
ing in the second phase of the 
workshop. In the third phase, the 
high school teachers invelved will 
take on the project of incorporating 
computer concepts and computer 


use into the high school math . 


curriculum, 

An Inservice Advisory Com- 
mittee reviews all inservice pro- 
posals, and approves those which 
appear truly beneficial for the 
educational program and the teach- 
ers involved. This committee 
also determines the professional 
credit units earned by enrollment 
in each course. South School 
Principal Jack Coyle heads upthis 
committee, which has to hold long 
weekly meetings to keep up with 


the Inservice program proposals — 
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which are still popping up out 
of the staff. Committee members 
are West Jr. High’s.William Hart, 
East Jr. High’s Lowell Canovitch, 
Douglas Walshe from the high 
school and florence McCarthy 
from Shawsheen. 

The professional improvement 
concept is hardly new to Andover 
this year. In the past score of 
years, the knowledge explosion has 
made teachers,»more aware than 
most professions of the need to 
update their expertise as they go 
along. 

For some years the contract 
between the town and the Andover 
Education Association has stipu- 
lated that teachers shall complete 
certain minumum credit hours of 
study at qualified institutions, at 
town expense, before advancing to 
the next step on the pay scale. 

This system is still in force 
for teachers enrolled in graduate 
degree programs; the school ad- 
ministration also will give pro- 
fessional improvement credit for 
completion of given courses which 
have particular application to An- 
dover’s educational program. 

But what is new this year is 
that the Andover school system 
offers its teachers the same pro- 
fessional improvement credit for 
courses and projects given in 
Andover and tailored to the par- 
ticular needs of the Andover 
schools and the Andover teachers’ 
needs andtalents. The school com- 
mittee considers the inservice 
program will bring a better return 
of the town’s professional im- 
provement dollar. 

Vaughn Clapp claims that the 
Inservice Program will do even 
more than that for the Andover 
schools and the teachers. 

‘It encourages innovation by 
teachers in the system; it’s a 
vehicle for sharing information, 
and gives the rest of the staff 
a chance to follow up onpromising 
programs initiated or tried out in 
one school. 

A case in point is the Kinder- 
garten Research Project, offered 
by the system’s consulting 
psychiatrist, Dr. Joel Freedman. 
This course follows up on an 
experiment for early detection of 
learning difficulties, developed by 
Sanborn teachers in a summer

project, and found effective in the Attending College 


Sanborn kindergarten. Dr, “reed- 
man will explain the findings and 
techniques of the study to other 
kindergarten teachers, so they can 
use it effectively in their schools. 

Man, A Course of Study is a 
social studies Inservice course to 
train elementary social studies 
teachers in use of the Education- 
al Develop Corporation’s multi- 
media social studies curriculum 
package, found effective at Ban- 
croft and South. 

Inservice programs include the 
aerospace project, to design a 
high school course offering for 
next fall, an authorship project 
in which Robert Bachmann will 
write an AV handbook for system 
use, on policy and use of AV 
equipment and materials. 

Dr. Seifert’s Group Dynamics 
offering seeks to improve 
teachers’ skills in getting students 
to. work together. 

Robert Minasola’s Buddy System 
project will follow up on a two 
year experiment involving fifth 
grade students as occasional 
teachers in a slow-learning first 
grade group, with mutual benefit. 
Footsteps is a public relations 
project to develop an audio-visual 
presentation to orient new people 
to the community. Curriculum de- 
velopment projects are going for- 
ward in language arts, speech, 
foreign languages and math. 

The Teachers’ Inservice Pro- 

gram was proposed by Dr. Seifert 
soon after his arrival on the An- 
dover scene last year, endorsed 
by both the school committee and 
the Andover EducationA ssociation 
and written into the contract which 
these two bodies negotiated last 
year. 
Now it is beginning to go into 
operation. The proof will be inthe 
pudding, but Assistant Supt. Vaughn 
Clapp calls the teachers’ response 
in proposing and enrolling in 
courses excellent. The school 
committee? They haven’t heard 
a report on it yet, but they'll 
probably be pleased too.

Andover faces a major problem in its downtown area. 

A problem, for years, continues to amplify, and requires 
the attention of all residents of the community. 

Parking and traffic problems are becoming more acute. 

Several proposals have been made to relieve the parking 
situation, but none have become reality. 

There has been an underlying attitude for many years, 
and unfortunately continues, that the downtown area and 
its parking problems, should be handled by the merchants, 
and not the taxpayers. 

This idea, is now becoming an obvious falacy. 

Downtown is for everybody, and as it continues to grow, 
all residents of the community must be aware of the condi- 
tions which exist. 

Parking areas are not for shoppers alone. There are office 
workers, professional people, whose clients must find 
parking spaces, and the general public, who must do busi- 
ness, possibly at town hall. 

There are new apartment buildings in the downtown 
area, new offices and businesses about to open. 

The public going to the library must have areas in which 
to leave their cars. Several parking spaces were lost through 
the opening of the public safety center, since fire lanes 


must remain open. Both sides of North Main street are now 
prohibited for parking purposes, thus the loss of several 
parking spots. 

Traffic flow through the downtown area, is another pro- 
blem. This is under study by town committees. 

The time has come, however, for all residents of the 
town to recognize the parking problems in downtown An- 
dover. 

It is not a problem isolated to the point where it is 
purely beneficial to merchants who provide 12 per cent of 
the town’s tax base. 

It is something all must recognize and be willing to do 
something about. . 

Time is of the essence, since downtown land is rapidly 
disappearing as are the parking spaces. .

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN 

I have followed with some dismay 
your accounts of the search for a 
teen-age drop-in center, initiated 
by a group of Andover students 
known as SAC (Student Activity 
Center). 

If Andover were to spend many 
thousands of dollars for an enter- 
tainment facility, who would pay 
for remodelling, painting, fur- 
nishings, furniture, equipment, 
heating, lighting, repairs, in- 
surance, policing etc., etc? 

Looking at the extremes, either 
the beneficiaries pay both the cap- 
ital outlay and the operating costs 
or the town does, which leaves 
little room for doubt. 

Is there no viable alternative 
to’ the Mickey-Mouse philosophy 
of ‘‘Everything for Nothing’’? I 
think there is. 

I- believe it is too belittling. of 
our youth to regard them all as 
charitable children and economic 
liabilities. Many of them have a 
sense of responsibility and enter- 
prise. 

It is this belief. which prompts 
two suggestions, one self- 
liquidating and the other self-sus- 
taining but both enlisting youth’s 
creative participation in different 
degrees. 

1. Our young could exercise 
their initiative fully by developing 
comprehensive plans for their own 
financing, maintenance and super- 
vision of a SAC. This isn’t as 
visionary as it sounds if it were 
done with the advice and consent 
of a knowledgeable adult group and 
if shares of stock were sold on 
their merit, as in a cooperative, 
and if money were borrowed com- 
mercially but never begged. 
Such a prorosal calls for great 
initiative. 

2. A more modest enterprise 
would call for the town paying 
for the capital outlay andthe bene- 
ficiaries. assuming full responsi- 
bility for all operating costs. The 
youngsters would still work under 
an adult group who would require 
strict standards of financial ac- 
countability and conduct. This 
still, calls for considerable initia- 
tive. 

Either way, SAC could become 
the most prestigious office on our 
high-school campus. les. 

There are two valuable side 
benefits from encouraging our 
youth into a genuine self-help pro- 
gram. 

For one thing, such an enter- 
prise would provide a continuing 
group with opportunities for a 
priceless education in planning, 
in economics and in management, 

For another, it would reward 
deserving youngsters with that 
special sense of pride whichcomes 
only from coming to grips witha 
difficult and challenging task. 

Are our youth now ready to take 
over a SAC? Not at all; not 
until they have done a great deal 
of homework. 

So far, the only initiative they 
have exercised consists of stretch- 
ing out their arms for a large 
and continuing public donation to 
finance their private amusement. 

In a town where taxes are ex- 
pected to double in the next four 
years, who needs the added liability 
of sweatless initiative? |

Standard International Corpora- 
tion (NYSE), reported an increase 
of over 12 percent in both sales 
and earnings per share in the first 

warter period ended September 
3, 1979. Standard International 
President Daniel E. Hogan forecast 
that the current fiscal year ending 
next June 30 would be the ‘‘eighth 
consecutive year’’ of record sales 

earnings for the company. 

First quarter sales amounted 
to $27,885,000, up 12.8 percent 
from $24,716,000 in the prior year. 
Net earnings for the latest quarter 
were $1,023,000 or $.27 per share, 
compared with net earnings of 
$922,000 or $.24 per share a year 

. All figures are adjusted to 
include pooling - of - interests 
acquisitions and a five percent 
stock dividend paid in December,

F Gemmentiit on the ‘‘excellent 
results” of the first quarter, Mr. 
Hogan stated, ‘*While some of our 
divisions have been adversely af- 
fected by the softness of the econ- 
omy, our major units continue to- 
move ahead ina vigorous manner.’’ 
He pointed out that 28 of the 30 
“profit centers’ of the company 
are operating on a profitable basis 
and he added that Club Products, 
Standard Publishing and Edward 
Weck and Company are making 
“outstanding contributions” to 
the company’s current growth rate. 
He added that negative factors af- 
fecting some divisions include the 
parcel and automotive strikes, as 
well as the national cutbacks in 
the aerospace and capital goods 
industries. 

First quarter results at Edward 
Weck and Company, Standard’s 
hospital products subsidiary which 
went public last year, also set 


new records in both sales and 
earnings. In the quarter ended 
September 30, 1970, sales rose 
over 18 percent to $2,855,000 from 
the prior year’s $2,407,000.

It is important to know that 
the trombone slide in some ways 
is the most. delicate piece of 
equipment in the brass family. 

Since it is exposed to the air 
the slide collects dust and grit 
easily: lubricant will become 
gummy and wear thin with use. 
To keep the slide clean use warm 
water and detergent frequently: 
all of the old lubricant must be 
removed by wiping the inner side 
with a soft lint-free cloth, and 
the outer side should be swabbed 
clean and dry as often as 
necessary. The inside ofthe inner 
slide should be kept spotless. 

Avoid any twisting or bending of 
the slide: even when removing it 
from the case or putting it away. 
Whenever the slide begins to drag 
in the middle positions it should 
be corrected by a competent re- 
pairman. 

Obviously a dented or nicked 
slide will not function properly. 
If these do occur, they must be 
removed by a repairman with the 
proper tools. 

Only the slide that’s being 
cleaned must be held while clean- 
ing. Otherwise, awarped slide may 
result. 

Do not overlook the cork barrels 
when cleaning the trombone. Dirt 
left inside the barrels will even- 
tually work down to the slide 
surfaces and cause trouble. Pipe 
cleaners, feathers or clean small 
paint brushes can be utilized for 
cleaning this area. 

After each cleaning, slides 
should be greased with slide oil. 
After applying oil, insert the slide 
into the sleeve of the tube and 
work back and forth in a spiralling 
motion to coat the entire surface.
